During 1g1z, more than in 
any other year, it is essential that there should be no disturbance in 
the building trades, but it is an absolute certainty that if the season 
is opened without agreements a strike will follow before the season 
is very far advanced. 

Here, then, is a place where the Board of Trade could step in 
and justify its existence by bringing the parties together and se- 
curing an amicable agreement. They would undoubtedly find the 
building trades mechanics willing and ready to meet them more than 
half way, and if an effort made by a representative body such as the 
board of trade fails to bring from the contractors even an admission 
that there is something to arbitrate, then the public will at least 
know where to place the blame for whatever hostilities may ensue.
